DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,3-5,8,9,10,13,15 and 34-38 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
either taken singularly or in combination fail to disclose the invention as claimed. In particular, 
reference to Carter's 193; Dalin's 136 and Michel's 840 are the closest prior art but fail to 
disclose a hydro-pneumatic accumulator disposed within an internal tube with a clearance, and 
the internal tube disposed within an enclosed outer casing (claim 1) in combination with other 
limitations in the claim or the pressure vessel assembly defining a compartment therewithin 
between the outer casing and the internal tube; the compartment being in fluid communication 
with the hydraulic accumulator so as to selectively transfer the fluid between the compartment 
and a pressure gas reservoir external to the outer casing (claims 34-35) in combination with 
other limitation in the claims.
